One: of the criticisms of..the 
speech made in the House of 
_ Commons on foreign affairs by 
‘-the Foreign Secretary, Mr. An- 
thony Eden, is that it did not 
try to clearly define the British 
attitude and “preferred to speak 
vaguely of future developments, 
instead of tackling acute pro- 
blems.”
